more, Mayor Hewitt said: "I did not 
use the expression 'America should be 
governed by Americans' in the Kaow- 
Nothing sense, nor do I intend to be 
understood na npplyiug it ft* a- Know- 
Nothing. I do not wish or thiuk tnnt 
foreigners should be excluded from their 
country except thoy be the pauper or 
criminal immigrants of other countries. 
I would accord to foreigners tho right 
of holding property and of living Buder 
the protection and enjoying tUe privi- 
leges of this country aa thoy do now, 
but I do not thiuk that a residence of 
five years is enoagh now to justify oiti- 
zanshrp, the exercise of the bUlot, and 
a voice in tho government of tue coun- 
try. 
When tho law which fixed the 


naturalization period was made there 
•were 3,000,000 of inhabitants in the 
United States. Now there are 60,000,- 
000; therefore the necessity of this 
rapid 
transit 
naturalization no lon- 


ger 
exiBts, 
I thiuk 
that 
America 


should be governed by 
Americans, 


and when I say this I do not desire to 
be anderstooJ as saying 'unlive Ameri- 
cans.' 
No; by Americana I 
mean 


Americans of foreign birth ns well as 
those who were born here. I do not 
quarrel with a m^n's nationality. I 
only object to tho custom which gives to 
the foreigner who has been here only 
five years the right to govern those who 
have been here a lifetime." 


Mr. Hewitt was asied i£ he would ac- 


cept the nomination for Governor of 
the State if it were tendered to him by 
the Democratic party. 


"I am not a candidate for any office," 


said Mr. Hewitt. "I never was and I 
do not want to be. Again, I am, as I 
told Mr. Wales, to old to bother with 
the office, which is business, real down- 
right business, to me. I have never 
been a candidate for office and I am less 
inclined now than ever to be o candi- 
date." 


"Then yon would not accept the nom- 


ination if the people wanted you to be 
the Governor of the State?" 


"Do you know, or don't you know," 


said Mr. Hewitt sturnly, "that tbe man 
who is elected to ou office by the peo- 
ple is guilty of a misdemeanor when he

The Hon. Robert E. Mocaghan, of 


Westchester, Pa., is "no longer a Cleve- 
land man," but the statement that he 
would support Harrison was premature. 


Jamss F. Grimes, of Pittsburg, gen- 


eral manager of the Knoxville Land Im- 
provement Company, a prominent Dem- 
ocrat, has come ort for Harrison and 
Morton. 


Doniiniok Heslin, who worked for 


Henry Gaorge two years ago, presided 
over a meeting last week of the Irish- 
American Anti-Free Trade League in 
New York.
